VAST RADIUM DEPOSIT 
DISCOVERED IN ONTARIO 


Apparently It Exceeds in Value That in Bel- 
gian Congo, Chief Source of Supply— 
Government May Expropriate It. 


By the Associated Press. 

TORONTO, Sept. 30.—Radium 
deposits, which give promise of ex- 
ceeding that of the Belgian Congo, 
now the world’s richest supply, 
have been discovered near Wilber- 
force, Ont. 

Dr. G. E. Richards, head of the 
X-ray cepartment of the Toronto 
General Hospital, said investiga- 
tions over three or four years had 
uncovered an apparently extensive 
deposit which averaged 186 milli- 
grams Of radium to each ton of ore. 
This is a higher ayerage than 
found in the Congo. He said the 
deposits could be brought into pro- 
duction within six months. 

Dr. Richards expressed the be- 
lief that the deposits will produce 
sufficient radium to supply the en- 
tire British Empire. He said while 
on a recent visit to the United 
States he was approached by per- 
sons who offered to furnish all the 
money necessary to develop the 
property, but that the directors of 
the company were unanimous in 


wishing the development to be kept 
in Canada and that negotiations to 
obtain funds locally were under 
way. 

Charlies McCrea, Ontario Minis- 
ter of Mines, said that, while pro- 
vincial geologists have been inves- 
tigating to find the question wheth- 
er the Government would expropri- 
ate, the property had not been con- 
sidered. 

George S. Henry, Acting Prime 
Minister in the absence of Premier 
G. Howard Ferguson, who is in 
England for the Imperial Economic 
Conference, said the question of 
expropriation probably would come 
before the Cabinet. The Govern- 
ment could take over the property, 
he said, under legislation passed 
some years ago. 

The group behind the discovery 
consists largely of medical men, 
whose cole interest is the quick 
development of radium for medical] 
treatment. Announcement of the 
discovery followed announcement 
by Premier Ferguson that the prov- 
ince proposes spending $500,000 for 
the purchase of radium to combat 
cancer.

J, A. SISTO & C0., BROKERS, 
SUSPENDED FOR INSOLVENCY 


First Important Failure Since Bear 

Market Began Last 
Autumn.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The in- 

ternational investment banking 

firm of J. A. Sisto & Co., was sus- 

pended from the New ~or’: Stock 

Exchange today for insolvency. 

While not one of the larger Wall 
street firms, the house had taken 
a prominent part in security writ- 
ing operations for several years, 
and its failurs was regardd ar the 
first important Wall street cas- 
ualty from the troublesome stock 
market conditions beginning a 
year ago. The Dresdner Bank of 
Germany for a time had an inter- 
est in the firm, but the affiliation 
was terminated a few years ago. J. 
A. Sisto, senior partner in the firm, 
was formerl, a partner ‘~ the In- 
ternational Banking house of 
Hallgarten & Co. 

The house had in past years 
taken part in the distribution of 
securities of Checker Cab, Cosden 
Oil, Chicago Pneumatic Tool, and 
several other corporations.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 30.— 
The brokerage firm, J. J. Loftus & 
Co., members of the California 
Stock Exchange and the Chicago 
Board of Trade, failed to open its 
doors today. Simultaneously the 
California Stock Exchange  an- 
nounced the brokerage house had 
been suspended from membership. 
Harold G. Ferguson, president of 
the California exchange, said the 
firm was suspended because of its 
refusal to submit its books for ex- 
amination by an exchange commit- 
tee. John J. Loftus, president of 
the firm, and three other execu- 
tives, also were suspended from 
membership. The company spe- 
cialized in grain trading.

DOCTOR LOSES RIGHT FOREARM 
AS RESULT OF X-RAY STUDY 


Dr. Christian Deetjen Heady to 
Submit at Least to Eighth ‘ 
Operation. 
By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 30.—De- 
scribed by members of his pro- 
fession as a ‘‘martyr of science, 
Dr. Christian Deetjen, pioneer in 
the study and use of the X-ray, 
will have his right arm amputated 
at the elbow tomorrow as the re- 
sult of his medical research. 

The amputation will be at least 
the eighth performed on the 
scientist, and some of his associates 
say there have been more. It will 
be performed by Dr. Alexius Mc- 
Glannann, who 19 years ago re- 
moved one of Dr, Deetjen’s fingers. 

Older than Dr. Frederick H. Baet- 
jer, the famous X-ray expert of 
Johns Hopkins faculty, who him- 
self is said to have undergone sev- 
eral score operations, Dr. Deetjen 
was one of his tutors. He studied 


under the tutelage of William Kon-) 


rad von Roentgen, discoverer of 
the X-ray. 


NEGRO WHO TESTIFIED AGAINST 
WHITE MEN FATALLY SHOT 


Wife of Georgia Victim Says 
Masked Assailant4 Opened Fire 
Without Warning.

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Sept. 30. 
—Lacy Mitchell, a Negro, who tes- 
tified recently in court against two 
white men charged with attacking 
a Negro woman, is dead—the vic- 
tim of masked men who entered 
his home Saturday night and shot 
him. 

Members of his family said the 
assailants, who appeared to be 
white men, entered the house and 
started firing without explaining 
their reason. Mitchell died yester-

BERNARD SHAW REFUSES TITLE 


Wants No Name But One With 
Which Works Are Associated: 
LONDON, Sept. 30.—The Daily 

Herald reports that King George 

recently wished to confer a title 

on George Bernard Shaw in recog- 
nition of his literary eminence but 
that Shaw had declined. It gives 

Shaw's secretary as the source of 

its news. 

The secretary wrote to the paper, 
in reply to an article stating that 
the country would welcome with 
enthusiasm royal recognition of the 
Shavian genius, that “Mr. Shaw has 
no reason to complain of lack of 
official recognition, as he has been 
sounded on the subject and has 
definitely refused to bear any other 
title than the name with which his 
works are associated.”

PUT OVER FEE FEE 
DRAINAGE DISTRICT 


Fred Wirt Testifies in Civil 
Suit He Was Made Presi- 
dent by Signing Papers in 
Corn Field. 


$26,500 WARRANTS 
SOLD AT DISCOUNT 


Then George J. Breaker, It 
Is Alleged Pocketed Pro- 
ceeds and Left—Litiga- 
tion Over Closed Bank. 


How George J. Breaker, St. Louis 
attorney, organized the Fee Fee 
Creek Levee and Drainage Dis- 
trict, obtained the signature of 
officers to $26,500 worth of war- 
rants, the proceeds of which he 
pocketed after discounting them at 
the now defunct State Bank of Al- 
lenton, was told in Circuit Judge 
Brackman’s court at Clayton yes- 
terday by Fred Wirt, president of 
the drainage district. Breaker is 
now a fugitive. 

Wirt was called as a witness in 
a civil suit to collect $26,500 from 
officers and directors of the bank 
which closed Jan. 11, 1927. The 
suit was brought by State Finance 
Commissioner Cantley, represent- 
ing depositors. 

Wirt, who now resides at Jen- 
nings, was a tenant on one of 
Breaker’s farms near Vigus, Mo., 
when the drainage district was 
formed in 1925. Likewise, Edgar 
and Thomas Dillon, other directors, 
rented’ other farms in the neigh- 
borhood from Breaker. 

“I was planting corn,” the presi- 
dent of the drainage district for 
which a shovelful of dirt has not 
been turned, related, “when Break- 
er came across the field to tell me 
about organizing a drainage dis- 
trict. He said the State would do 
the work, but that we must organ- 
ize. 

“He wanted me to be president 
and gave me some papers to sign. 
I couldn’t read very well so I took 
his word for it and wrote my name 
a number of times.” 

Wirt identified the warrants of 
the district as the papers he had 
signed. 

Buford Interrupts Hearing. 

Progress of the trial was in- 
terrupted this afternoon when 
State Senator Carter M. Buford of 
Ellington, seated in the courtroom 
among other listeners, rose from 
his seat while a witness was being 
questioned and asked the Court if 
he might “butt in.’’ He previously 


»thad caused a disturbance by in- 


quiring in a loud voice of the bail- 
iff, half way across the room, as 
to the identity of the Judge. 

Attorneys in the case asked for 
a recess while friends of the Sen- 
ator led him from the courtroom. 
Asked where he had been taken, 
they replied, “We just took him 
for a walk.” 

In May, 1929, Senator Buford 
apologized for a disorderly scene 
in the State Senate at Jefferson 
City when he verbally abused a 
Senate clerk who had shouted from 
the gallery, “Take that drunken 
Senator out of here and proceed 
with your business.” The clerk also 
apologized. Senator Buford was 
sent to a sanitarlum- by order of 
the Reynolds County Probate 
Court, 

Breaker, who had spent several 
Summers near Allenton, a road- 
side village 30 miles west of S&t. 
Louis, had predicted great growth 
for the community, had bought a 
block of the bank's stock and had 
been made a director. Having in- 
corporated the drainage district as 
a private concern with a capital 
stock of $10,000 which was stated 
to be fully paid up, he presented 
the warrants a week later at the 
bank as attorney for the drainage 
district. : 

Gave Deeds of Trust. 

Questioning the warrants, which 
were in effect promissory notes 
payable at the end of a year, di- 
rectors of the bank, according to 
Fred Rettker, cashier, obtained his 
promise to substitute other paper. 
He executed seven deeds of trust 
for $7855 on July 7, 1926, but 
failed to take up the rest of the 
warrants. 

Breaker, who disappeared short- 
ly before the collapse of the bank, 
leaving a deposit of $2.67, was in- 
dicted by a grand jury for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses as 
a result of the discounting of ‘he 
drainage district warrants. He is 
said to be in South America. . 

Since the filing of the suit, R. E. 
Wengler. president of the bank. 
has died. Other defendants are: 
George Gross, vice president; Rett- 
ker and George Jordan, Charles 
Sherrin, John Devine and George 
Renneberg, directors. 

When closed by the directors, 
the bank had a capital and sur- 
plus of $15,000 and total resources 
of $74,749. The depository showed 
deposits of $59,409 at the time and 
loans and discounts of $63,219. 
Many small farmers, who conat!- 


tuted its patronage, lost their ite 
savings. 


WILBUR REQUESTS 
FEDERAL INQUIRY 
INTO OIL CHARGES 


Asks Department of Justice 

_to Find Origin of ‘Reck-| 
less and False’ Accusa- 
tions. 


NYE SEEKS FACTS 
FROM LAND AGENT 


Latter’s Resignation Is Re- 
fused—He Says He Is 
Ready to Amplify Allega- 


tions of Favoritism. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Sec- 
retary of the Interior Wilbur to- 
day asked the Department of Jus- 
tice to investigate charges of 
Ralph Kelley of the General Land 
Office at Denver, Colo., that ef- 
forts were being made by oil com- 
panies to acquire oil shale land’ 
in Colorado illegally. 


“This department,” Wilbur said, 
“does not propose to rest on the 
charges of misfeasance in connec- 
tion with the administration of 
public lands. I may repeat. that 
the statements he (Kelley) made 
public did not refer to oil lands, 
but to oi] shale lands; that no sin- 
gle lease or permit has been issued 
by this administration to any indi- 
vidual, company or corporation on 
these lands, that being in compli- 
ance with an executive order of 
the President at the start of this 
administration.” 

Secretary Wilbur said he _  ex- 
pected the Justice Department to 
inquire into Kelley’s statements and 
that it would give full opportunity 
te establish any charges. He add- 
ed the department would seek ex- 
planation of the “origin of these 
reckless and false statements.” 

Nye Asks for Facts. 

At the same time, Chairman Nye 
of the Senate Lands Committee 
wrote to Kelley asking him for 
the facts on which he based his 
charges. 

As chairman of the Lands Com- 
mittee, Nye made an exhaustive in- 
vestigation into similar charges in- 
volving leases of the Salt Creek 
Oil Fields in Wyoming several 
years ago. 

‘“‘My interest in this matter,” Sen- 
ator Nye wrote to Kelley, “is 
prompted by the contact which I 
had with the investigations of the 
so-called oil scandals in Wyoming. 
While those investigations have 
been closed, I am, nevertheless, in- 
terested in following the adminis- 
tration of the public domain inso- 
far as it relates to our resources cf 
bil and will have a genuine interest 
in any facts which you may afford 
relative to the administration of 
this domain which is not in keep- 
ing with the letter and spirit of the 
law.” 

“With Some Amazement.” 

Senator Nye told Kelley he had 
read his charges “with some 
amazement’ and he expressed sur- 
prise at them. ‘Because of the 
confidence which I have had that 
the present administration of the 
public domain was doing all that 
possibly could be done to insure 
divorcement from those influences 
which have looted the public do- 
main in times past.” 

Nye explained that he could 
make no official investigation of 
the Kelley charges without § au- 
thority from the Senate but he 
said he wanted to investigate them 
personally in order to see if Senate 
action toward an inquiry should be 
instituted. 

The Interior Secretary refused to 
accept Kelley’s resignation but an- 
nounced the latter's suspension 
from office, welcoming a full in- 
vestigation. Kelley in New York 
said last night he did not regard 
himself any longer an employe of 
the Interior Department, and re- 
stated the charges made in his let- 
ter of resignation, which he made 
public today. 

The former land eftice man add- 
ed he would be prepared to ampli- 
fy his charges and would be ready 
to appear before a congressional 
committee. 

Wilbur Defends Policy. 

Secretary Wilbur made a vigor- 
ous defense of his oil land policy 
and said he had directed Kelley to 
file immediately the names of com- 
panies he declared had been fa- 
vored, with specific details of each 
case. 

The charges hinged on the dis- 
posal of public lands in Colorado 
which Kelley asserted contained pe- 
troleum deposits in the form of oil 
shale, which at present low prices 
would exceed $40,000,000,000 in 
value. He asserted tha’ through 
political pressure on the office of 
the Interior Secretar, the large oil 
companies had received favorable 
consideration for illegal claims to 
some of these lands. 

Wilbur said no leases for oil 
shale had been issued under his 
administration and, further, that)

ILL IN AUGUST, BUT 
HAD BEEN IMPROVING 


Prosecutor of Casement, 
Irish Leader Hanged for 
Treason, and Secretary of 
State for India. 


By the Associated Presse. 

LONDON, Sept. 30.—Frederick 
Edwin Smith, first Earl of Birken- 
head, died just before noon today 
of pneumonia after an extended 
illness with a bronchial ailment. 
He was 58 years old. He was the 
prosecutor of Sir Roger Casement, 
Irish leader, who was hanged for 
treason, and had held the posts of 
Lord High Chancellor, and Secre- 
tary of State for India. 

Birkenhead had been ill of a lung 
congestion for several months and 
had been near death many times 
recently. He suffered a _ serious 
relapse and recurrence of the lung 
trouble Sunday, and, after a trou- 
bled night last night, he died. 

The announcement by his physi- 
cian said: 

“The Earl of Birkenhead passed 
peacefully away at a quarter past 
11 this merning. There had been a 
further increase in the pneumonic 
infection and the heart muscles, 
feeling the effect of this, dilated 
and failed.” 

Lord Birkenhead’s body was 
taken tonight to the chapel of 
Gray’s Inn. It will remain there 
until the funeral, which will be 
held Saturday at the dead states- 
man’s country home, Charlton. This 
is near Banbury, in Oxfordshire. 

The Earl of Birkenhead is suc- 
ceeded in the Earldom by the 23- 
year-old Viscount Furneaux, whose 
courtesy title was a subsidiary hon- 
or which accompanied the Earldom 
when it was conferred in 1922, 

From Poverty to Pcerage. 

Although born a poor boy, Smith 
rose rapidly, obtained a scholarship 
at Oxford, and after a meteoric 
rise was created a Baron in 1919 
with appointment as Lord High 
Chancellor. 

He was an active opponent of 
Irish home rule and in 1913 held 
a post in the Ulster army. He was 
made Secretary of State for India 
on the break up of the first Mac- 
Donald government in 1924, and 
held it until MacDonald’s return 
to power in 1929. 

Lord Birkenhead was taken ill 
last August when a chill developed 
into bronchial pneumonia. After 
a hard struggle he seemed to have 
conquered and was pronounced on 
the road to recovery, although it 
was expected he would take some 
time to regain his strength. 

King George, on hearing the 
news sent a message of sympathy 
to Lady Birkenhead. 

Lord Birkenhead’s passing is 
calling forth tributes on all sides 
to his public career and his quali- 
ties as a man and a friend. 

Lloyd-George, in whose coalition 
government Birkenhead was Lord 
Chancellor, said: “There was no 
more’ brilliant mind consecrated to 
the service of the state during this 
generation. He had qualities of 
mind and heart which are unique. 
The public knew the former ahd 
admired them. Only his most in- 
timate friends understood the lat- 
ter.” 

One of Most Picturesque Personali- 
ties and Brilliant Minds. 

By the death of the Earl of 
Birkenhead England loses one 
of its most picturesque personali- 
ties and brilliant minds. Bril- 
liance was the keynote of his ca- 
reer. He could work as hurd as 
any six normal men when he felt 
inclined, but there was nothing of 
the plodder about him:—he had the 
ability to plunge te the heart of a 
knotty point, whether law or in 
politics, 

When England was on the 
verge of civil war over the Irieh 
question early in 1914 no name 
was more frequently on men’s lips 
than that of “Galloper Smith,” re- 
doubtable aid of the Uister leader, 
Lord Carson. But a revolver fired 
in the Balkans settied all of that 
and “Galloper” found another out- 
let for his adventurous tempera-

He termed the arrest of the

should do it legally. There is no 
such charge in law as a ‘public 
enemy.’ ” 

The vagrancy law, under which 
Barker and White were arrested, 
provides for release under $100 
bond, Darrow said. “Yet men are 
being taken to court, charged with 
vagrancy and made to _ furnish 
$10,000 bonds,”’ he said. 

Darrow has been in retirement 
from the law for two years. He 
said he agreed to take the case of 
Barker and White because he al- 
ways had ben close to labor un- 
ions. Barker is business agent for 
the teamsters’ union. It is not 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

The surrender of White, a for- 
mer convict, and Barker who also 
has served a prison sentence, left 
20 of the 26 “public enemies” still 
unaccounted for. Vagrancy war- 
rants. have been issued for all of 
them. 

Terry Druggan, another ‘en- 
emy,” didn’t have so easy a time 
as White and Barker. While he 
lay in a hospital—too ill to be 
moved, his physician said—an ef- 
fort was made in court to obtain 
his release on bond. Circum- 
stances in connection with the 
scheduling of property to back the 
bond aroused the suspicions of 
Judge John H. Lyle, and the entire 
matter was continued to permit 
investigation.

HITLER WARNS BRUENING 
REFORM PROPOSALS WILL 
LEAD TO “ILLEGALITY”

ter, today published a warn- 
ing to the Government that if 
Chancellor Bruening resorts to 
extra-parlianientary means to 
force his program of financial 
reform “his Government will 
become illegal and thereby 
summon the people to similar 
illegality.” 

The newspaper statement was 
taken In Government circles to 
mean that Hitler was ready for 
another putsch in spire of his 
promise of peace, if the Govy- 
ernment leaders should suffici- 
ently irritate him. 

The Hitler newspaper pub- 
lishes a reminder to President 
yon Hindaébburg that “the Con- 
stitution contains an article 
providing for impeachment of 
the President. We warn Herr 
von Hindenburg against oppos- 
ing Germany in the interest of 
the Centrist party and certain 
bankrupt politicians.”

$3,000,000 ESTATE 
AWARDED 10 SON, 
ONCE DISINRERITED 


Leighton M. Ford, Only 
Child of Pipe Manufac- 
turer, Wins in Two-Year 
Court Fight. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30.— 
Leighton M. Ford, only child of Al- 
bert E. Ford, has won the right to 
his father’s $3,000,000 estate. -The 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court, sit- 
ting in Pittsburg, in a majority 
opinion yesterday, Overruled the 
Orphans’ Court and Register of 
Wills here, and ,entered a decree in 
favor of the son, against the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

Under a will of Feb. 15, 1924, the 
bulk of the estate was bequeathed 
to the university to found a school 
of apple growing. The son was 
disinherited. On his death bed the 
father, who was more than 80 years 
old, tore up his last will and de- 
clared: “Leighton is all I have.’’ 

This was March 22, 1928. Then 
followed one of the most bitterly 
fought will cases here in recent 
years. It was reported that at one 
time $1,000,000 was offered to the 
son as a compromise settlement, 
but that he refused the offer and 
risked taking ‘all or nothing.” 

John M. Hemphill, Democratic 
nominee for Governor, as counsel 
for Leighton Ford, bitterly attacked 
the university. He declared it was 
an “exemplification of the detest- 
able greed for money.” He sug- 
gested the institution change its 
motto from “Education without 
moral is useless” to “Money before 
virtue.”’ 

Hemphill carried the fight to the 
State Supreme Court after Judge 
Henry C. Thompson admitted the 
will to probate. The schoo) of pom- 
ology, which was to have been es- 
tablished on the Ford tarm at Glen 
Riddle, and a $5000 annuity for 
Mrs. Mabel Kendrick, wife of for- 
mer Mayor Kendrick, were the 
principal provisions of this will. 

Albert E. Ford, president of Ford 
& Kendig, pipe manufacturers, 
died in his apartment at the Rit- 
tenhouse Plaza, where he lived 
during the winter months. Since 
his father’s death, Leighton has as- 
sumed presidency of the concern. 

There had been differences be- 
tween father and son for seven 
years prior to the father's death 
because of objections to the son's 
marriage. A reconciliation was ef- 
fected a few days before Ford died. 

Hemphill contended this recon- 
ciliation and the tearing up of the 
1924 will indicated Ford wished to 
die intestate so Leighton would in- 
herit. 

Ford had made seven wills in the 
10 years before his death. Only 
three had been preserved. Two of | 
these were set aside by the Regis- 
ter of wills, who admitted the 1924 
will to probate. Judge Allen M. 
Sterne of Orphans’ Court was the 
only one to dissent in the Orphans’ 
Court ruling which followed.

SUCDE OF WIDOW 
OF TOM . BARNETI 
ASCRIBED TO GRIEF 


She Also Had Worried 
About Court Fight Over 
Estate of Architect-Hus- 
band Who Died Year Ago

ROCKPORT, Mass., Sept. 30.— 


Grief over her husband’s death a 


year ago and worry over pending 2 
will litigation are thought to have @: 
prompted the suicide of Mrs. Mary #% : 


Mitchell Barnett, widow of Tom P. 
Barnett, noted St. Louis architect 
and painter, who shot herself yes- 
terday in her studio home at Bear- 
skin Neck near here. 


Mrs. Barnett will be buried in 
St. Louis following cremation at 
Cambridge, Mass., in accordance 
with instructions in a sealed note 
which she gave to a friend, Mrs. 
John S. Higgins, several weeks be- 
fore her death. The note asked 
that a sister, Mrs. A. L. McCall, 
Jacksonville, Ill., be notified. 

The body was found when police 
forced entrance to the home after 
Mrs. Higgins had become alarmed 
at Mrs. Barnett’s failure to keep an 
appointment. Mrs. Barnett had 
shot herself in the right temple in 
a bedroom of the two-story lean-to 
home which Mr. Barnett had built 
against the side of an old sailing 
vessel, Gear Shop, which he had 
used for several years as a studio. 

Had Planned Shopping Trip. 

Mrs. Barnett and Mrs. Higgins 
had planned a shopping trip to 
Gloucester for yesterday. Mrs. Hig- 
gins telephoned several times, then 
walked to the cottage and found it 
locked. Alarmed, she summoned 
Chief of Police John E. Sullivan, 
who sent a Sergeant through a 
window. 

Mrs. Barnett had been dead 
since early morning. Personal pa- 
pers had been carefully arranged 
and a cup, partly filled with cof- 
fee, was on a stand near her bed. 

Chief Sullivan recognized the 
pistol as One which he had cleaned 
and oiled for Mrs. Barnett two 
months ago. She had shown him 
a rusty pistol and asked where she 
could get it cleaned, explaining that 
she planned to spend the winer 
alone at Bearskin Neck. The Chief 
volunteered to clean it for her. 

Barnett’s Second Wife. 

Mrs. Barnett, who was 54 years 
old, was the second wife of Mr. 
Barnett, architect of tlre Arcade

They married in 1914 and, until 
Mr. Barnett’s death on Sept. 23, 
1929, spent each summer here. 
While Mr. Barnett sought material 
for his marine paintings, Mrs. Bar- 
nett entered the social life of the 
colony. The lean-to cottage with 
its reminders of early fishing. days 
was one of the colony’s most pic- 
turesque buildings. 

Following Mf. Barnett’s death, it 
was thought the widow would 
abandon her summer home, How- 
ever, she returned for the season 
this year and announced she in- 
tended to stay through the winter. 


Litigation Over Will. 


Although she concealed signs of 
despondency it was known to her 
friends that she was worried by 
the contest over her husband’s will 
in which he left the income of 
four-fifths of a $166,000 estate to 
her while she remained unmarried, 
the rest to be divided among his 
four children by a previous mar- 
riage. 

A son, Tom M. Barnett, Indian- 
apolis, Ind., sued last April to 
set aside the will, alleging its pro- 
visions were the result of “officious 
interference” on the part of others 
and were not in accord with his 
father’s wishes. Under a court or- 
der, Mrs. Barnett received $500 a 
month pending conclusion of the 
litigation.

For violation of the 
statutes involved the maximum 
penalty is a year in jail and fine 
of $10,000. To date four brokers 
have registered at the collectors 
office.

He returned breathicss to the cigar 
store to say he had been held up 
on Eighth street between Washing- 
ton and Locust.

Of the cash, $210 was recovered. 
The checks had been destroyed, 
Johnson said, after the three had 
divided the money. 

The dictation of his confession 
completed, the newsdealer showed 
a vocational interest in the news. 
“This man who fell off the build- 
ing ?’”’ he inquired. ““Was he killed?’" 

“He,” said the captain, “was the 
man who held you up.”

KIEL URGES PROPOSAL 


FORCITY-COUNTY UNION 


| Former Mayor Says Public Rec- 
| reation Depends on Adoption 
: of Amendment. 


The future of public recreation 
'in St. Louis and St. Louis County 
depends on success of proposition 
No. 5 in the November election— 
the constitutional amendment to 
enable merger of the city and coun- 
‘ty as Greater St. Louis—former 
Mayor Kiel declared in an address 
over radio station KWK yesterday 
The proposed metropolitan govern- 
ment could provide outer parks. 
Kiel went on: 

“St. Louis once stood at the head 
of American cities as a park cen- 
ter, but now it has been far out- 
stripped by many other cities. It 
has no further opportunity to cre- 
ate pagks within its bounderies. Al- 
ready a large portion of the county 
is so built up as to preclude acqui- 
sition of parks. Another 10 years 
and you will have to go a long dis- 
tance out to find park sites. The 
time is now ripe to create a park 
system not only for today, but for 
the future. There is now no effec- 
tive plan by which cuter parks can 
be acquired, developed and main- 
tained.” 

Kiel was chairman of the Public 
Welfare and Health Committee of 
the Council on Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment, which helped draft the 
consolidation plan. Saying the 
community could not survive in 
competition with other great met- 
ropolitan centers if the people 
quarrel among themselves and 
neglect their common interests, he 
described some of the advantages 
claimed under the plan, as fol. 
lows: 

Public Health Administration. 

“The adoption of the amend- 
ment and the charter to follow will 
make possible a vigorous and united 
health administration throughout 
the area. A disease germ will not 
lie down and die when it comes to 
the city boundary. We know that 
the only effective health adminis- 
tration is a unified health adminis- 
tration, and it seems to me self-evi- 
dent that this problem of disease 
prevention is one that requires im- 
mediate action by the city and 
county working together under cen- 
| tralized direction. The county does 
| what it can, but it is hampered by 
limited resources, and there are 
'certain plague spots on the Mera- 
/mec River and elsewhere in the 
|}county that are a real menace to 
the health of the whole area and a 
reproach to any metropolitan com- 
| munity. 

“Another need which becomes 
more and more pressing is a uni- 
fied and far-sighted administration 
of hospitals, charjties and correc- 
| tional institutions. Under the 
metropolitan plan all institutions 
will be administered for the area 
as a whole—county people will 
have the same rights in all insti- 
tutions as city people and funds 
will be provided for the operation 
of the recently erected county hos- 
pital, now inoperative for lack -of 
money. The whole community will 
| be protected by better care of its 
, unfortunates. 

“Many other problems require 
united effort for effective solution. 
One of them ts the sewer problem, 
‘Which is now in the acute stage 
in the county because of lack of 
effective direction, and which so 
vitally affects the standing of this 
community as a comfortable and 
healthful place to live.”

Building a Winner. 

HERE is no royal road to a 

pennant, unless perhaps, the 
Cardinals have found it. Many 
different methods have been 
employed to develop a_ win- 
ner and all have been found to 
have blow hotes—except, per- 
haps, the chain store plan. 

Connie Mack himself has tried 
more than one way. He succeed- 
ed, first, in his belief that a real 
manager could take raw materi- 
al and mold it into a great base- 
ball club. That system producei 
his team of college boys—Eddie 
Collins, Barry and the other 
heroes who carried him on to 
three pennants and two world’s 
titles. He got his players for a 
song: but, disgusted by their sal- 
ary hold-ups, sold them for a 
fortune, thinking he could quick- 
ly repeat the process of building 
a pennant winner. 

But things would not click for 
Connie when the rebuilding be- 
gan. Nor did they click for sev- 
en long years. The Master Mind 
of baseball could not hoist his 
team out of the cellar by the 
methods that once had won h'm 
a championship.

Bought and Paid For. 


HEN Connie threw away his 
old dope and started a new 
plan. He reached down into the 
pocketbook of Ben Shibe, and 
into his own as well, and dug up 
a fortune, perhaps the same one 
he had gained by selling his 
champions of 1914. He began to 
BUY himself a championship 
club. He spent $106,000 for one 
player alone. He paid Ty Cobb 
$65,000 for one season's play. He 
put big chunks of money into 
ready-made players and lo—the 
result today is a winner of two 
pennants and one world title. 
Connie himself proves’ that 
there are at least two ways, 
diametrically opposed to one 
another, in which a champion- 


ship team can be developed.

Now Take the Redbirds. 


UT the Cardinals, the team 

that faces the Athletics: in 
the world series, were not assem- 
bled either by excessive money 
expenditures or by' ‘taking green 
talent into the club and develop- 
ing it right on the ground into 
big league stuff. 

All the men representing the 
Cardinals as champions this 
year were acquired. by the Car- 
dinal organization at a total cost 
of about half what Connie Mack 
paid for Lefty Grove. 

The Cardinals’ plan is to estab- 
lish in its farm system a great 
training school for youngsters. 
Literally hundreds are sifted an- 
nually in the Danville, Waynes- 
boro and other training camps 
where the raw material is tested, 
classified and assigned to differ- 
ent farms for further develop- 
ment. It assumes that some raw 
material can be made into base- 
ball stars, but not all of it. The 
culls are speedily eliminated and 
the remainder continues on 
through the process of sorting 
and higher education. 

In the meantime the embryo 
players are earning their salt 
and costing the Cardinal organ- 
ization nothing. When they come 
up to the big time they have not 
been a charge on the club's fi- 
nances and they have not clut- 
tered up the practice time of the 
team of the Cardinal manager 
as they would do by serving 
their. apprenticeship directly 
with the club. 

They come up almost ready to 
take their places as cogs in the 
big league machine.

The Cardinals, in the past five 
years, have just realized on their 
investment of time and effort 
spent on minor league develop- 


ment “farms.” And from the 
success the club has enjoyed 
during the past five years it 
seems that Sam Breadon and 
Branch Rickey will always be 
able to put at least a first di- 
vision team in the field by draft- 
ing the star graduates of his 
“farm” system. 

The “chain store” plan brings 
surer returns in material at a 
smaller expense in time and 
money than any other place for 
building a winning team.

BETTER HURLING 
FOR THE SERIES, 
BABE RUTH SAYS 


By Babe Ruth. 

In my previous articles on the 
coming series I have discussed the 
catching and the infielding, giving 
the Athletics the call behind the 
bat and rating the Cardinal infield 
as having an edge on the Mack in- 
field in all around play. I have 
also discussed the pitching of each 
club separately, without attempting 
to compare the staffs. In this ar- 
ticle I will give my views on the 


outfielders, and also tell how I 
figure the pitching staffs compare. | 

Each outfield has a powerful 
hitter im left field and a great 
ground coverer, though less effi- 
cient hitter, in ceuter. The Cardi- 
nals have more batting strength in 
the players who. are assigned at 
various times to right field, but 
there is none of them, regardless of 
a better batting mark, whom  I[ 
would rate above Bing Miller of 


the A’s. Miller {s not what you, 


would call a great hitter, and yet 
he is as dangerous around that 
plate as any player is likely to be 
during the series. Defensively he 
rates very high. 

I regard Al 
Simmons as one 
of the best out- 
fielders I have 
looked at in years 
and he is a tre- 
mendous hitter as #4 
well, I think his ¥ 
work this year # 
puts him above 
Hafey evyen 
though Chick is 
quite a_ top- 
notcher himself. 

It is a case of 

two high-class 

players in this position, each the 
best hitter of his own group. I 
look to Hafey to havea good series 
this year. He is too good a player 
to fail again in a world series. You 
will recall that Chick fell far be- 
low normal in the series between 
Yanks and Cardinals in 1926, and 
again in 1928. He got only five 
hits in seven games four years ago, 
and only three hits in four games 
two years ago. 

I see little to 
Douthit and Haas. There is little 
difference in their batting and 
either can cover that outfield like 
the morning dew. I think these two 
players come closer to being equal 
in all around ability than any two 
players of similar positions on the 
two clubs. Each rates as a great 
defensive player and each is a 
fairly good hitter. 

As I said above, I like Miler 
over Watkins, Orsatti, Blades or 
Fisher. If Mack calls on a substi- 
tute for outfield duty I presume it 
will be Homer Summa, a very cap- 
able flychaser and good hitter as 
well. Figuring the Athletics have 
the edge in left and right fields, 
and a standoff at center, I must 
rate the Athletics a little above the 
Cardinals in this respect. 

Now for the pitching compzri- 
son. On one side Grove and Earn- 
shaw are the standout pitchers, 
and on the other Grimes and Hal- 
lahan are the standouts. I figure 
Grove and Earnshaw as the top 
two of all the series pitchers, and 
I figure Grimes above all the oth- 
ers. I may be wrong about Halla- 
han but I do not expect to see him 
shine in this series. I know-he is 
the strikeout king of his league, 
but his lack of control is against 
him. So is the fact that he is a 
left hander. The Athletics love 
southpaws and they love to walk 
to first base. 

Five Starting Pitchers. 

Figuring that Quinn and Rom- 
mel will be used only for relief 
pitching for the Athletics, and that 
Bell, Lindsey and Grabowski will 
fill the same role for the Cardi- 
nals, we have five pitchers on each 
club who may be classed as start- 
ers. Mack has Grove, Earnshaw, 
Walberg, Shores and Mahaffey. 
Street has Grimes, Johnson, Halla- 
han, Haines and Rhem. 

There is plenty of pitching in 
either of these groups, with ex- 
perience in favor of the Cardinals. 
But Grove and Earnshaw make 
that Philadelphia pitching too 
strong, I believe, for the National 
Leaguers to match. These two 
headliners hnve been in more 
games this year than any other 
pitchers. They think nothing of 
pitching one day and saving a 
game the next. As I mentioned in 
a previous article they are worth 
more to a club than just two pitch- 
ers who must have a_ certain 
amount of rest between games. 

Perhaps some less prominent 
member of one of these staffs may 
outpitch Grove and Earnshaw and 
Grimes. It would not be the first 
series in which the star pitchers 
failed to shine and some less re- 
nowned boxman came through 
with the brilliant work, Either 
staff had to be plenty good to win 
in its own league, and I don’t ex- 
pect that either is going to be bad- 
ly mistreated in the coming series. 
Either is good enough to pitch its 
club to a world championship, but 
if I were a manager and had my 
choice of the two staffs I'd pick 
the Athletics.

S the season of 1900 ended, the 
A american League had a tangi- 

ble program which it believed 
would give it a place in the sun. 
At first the founders of the new 
circuit had hoped for a bloodless 
invasion. 


They asked consent of the senior 
league to allow them to place 
teams in Eastern cities, so that the 
two circuits could livein harmony. 

The owners of National League 
clubs did not view the matter with 
the a displeyed by the 
American Leaguers. In their minds 
loomed a lusty young rival, full of 
ardor and action, that meant to in- 
vade their territory and cripple 
their moneymaking powers. 


Already they had maneuvered 
their way into Chicago, while they 
were napping and they didn’t pro- 
pose to permit them to make any 
fresh incursions on their soil. 


So this proposal of the American 
League met with positive refusal. 

The American League owners 
had now gone too far to turn back 
gracefully. They were too whole- 
hearted in their plans to accept 
this opposition. 

So at a gathering of the club 
owners they decided that consent 
or no consent, they would estab- 
lish themselves as a major league 
in the following spring and place 
teams to the best 1idvantage in the 
East. 


Hat in the Ring. 
ORE meetings followed fn this 
Meu of 1900, in which the own- 
ers discussed the gigantic tasks 
before them and mapped out 
their battle plans. Finally, at a 
meeting in which President John- 
son, Charles Comiskey, Thomas 
Loftus, Charles Somers and myself 
deliberated, we announced that we 
kad thrown our hat into the ring. 
We told the newspaper reporters 
that we had decided to come out 
on a strict major league basis with 
four clubs in the East and four in 
the West.

CONNIE HAD HIS 
FRANCHISE BUT | 
NOT MUCH ELSE 


N this installment of his 

story, Connie Mack tells of 
the trouble he had establishing 
a club in Philadelphia. As he 
tells it, “We.existed only on pa- 
per. We had no grounds, no 
team but only a franchise and 
this would be null and void un- 
less I changed it into a reality.” 

He then relates how Ben 
Shibe, coming in as a partner, 
and Ban Johnson helped him 
put the proposition over, 
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In the East clubs were to be 
placed in Philadeiphia, Boston, 
Washington and Baltimore and in 
the West there would be clubs in 
Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland and 
Milwaukee. 

The Philadelphia franchise was 
awarded to me and President John- 
son advised me to leave immedi- 
ately for that city and try to in- 
terest local capitalists in helping to 
finance the undertaking, I myself 
retaining a goodly interest. 


President Johnson suggested that 
I might do well to see Benjamin F. 
Shibe, who was one of the owners 
in the great baseball and baseball 
equipment manufacturing firm of 
A. J. Reach Co. He said he would 
make an admirable president of the 
club, 


Mr. Johnson gave me a good 
lead. I found Mr. Shibe a most de- 
lightful man and sympathetic with 
the aims of the new major league. 
The result was that just before the 
season opened Mr. Shibe bought an 
interest in the club and was chosen 
president. 


I might say here that it was one 
of the most fortunate moves I ever 
made when I succeeded in getting 
Mr. Shibe as a colleague. He was 
a man of vision, the soul of integ- 
rity and an able business man.

Haines is a knuckle-ball hurler, 
which means, like his foeman, 
Rommel, that he plunks it up to 
the plate even when the batter 
knows it is coming, and sees him 
go cock-eyed trying to sock it. 
Knuckle-ball mounders are no pan- 
sies when they are steamed up. 
Hallahan is a left-hander, which 
species always thickens the plot in 
a world series. Some very accu- 
rate judges among ballplayers have 
told me that this southpaw is only 
a mere fraction of a second behind 
“Lefty”. Grove in the smoke-mak- 
ing industry, which, if true, war- 
rants due respect for him. Flint 
Rhem is the legitimate type of 
pitcher with a world of stuff when 
he is clicking. And Sylvester John- 
son may be classed likewise. Gra- 
bowski, Lindsey and Bell add some- 
what to the recipe; but the others 
are billed to do the lion's share of 
the winging. So, there you are. 

Now for the horsehide busting 
aspects of the Cardinals. According 
to the averages, they twist wicked 
willows, as their regylar lineup, ex- 
cepting pitchers, whdle all the way 
from .300 to .375, which is pro- 
digious to say the least. Simmons, 
Foxx. Cochrane and their, mates 
do not measure up to those figures, 
but it mtst be remembered that 
the mentioned trio shine in. total 
bases, and batting averages do not 
discriminate between a single and a 
homer.

Everyone in the lineup hits 
or hollers if he doesn’t. The Ath- 
letics have a job on their hands,” 
was Howley’s concluding shot.

Two Great Arms, 

You will rarely find two better 
throwing arms alongside each oth- 
er than those of Chick Hafey and 
Taylor Douthit. 

In every sizé-up of an outfield, 
however, you’ve got to consider 
the terrific punch of Al Simmons 
and also his defensive ability. He 
is a2 great all-around ball player. 


To compare the players indi- 
vidually let us start in left. There 
Simmons undoubtedly has a slight 
shade over Hafey. They are both 
powerful, long driving hitters. In 
the averages Simmons has an ad- 
vantage at the bat. At the same 
time Hafey is a mighty dangerous 
man, as National League opponents 
well know. Simmons, though, is an 
unusually effective ball player un- 
der almost any circumstances. He 
proved that last fall in the series 
with the Cubs. Everything con- 
sidered, we'll give Simmons a 
shade. 

In center field Taylor Douthit 
has a shade over Mule Haas. Ac 
cording to the records, he outhits 
Haas.

Edge to Douthit. 

Taylor Douthit is fast and covers 
a lot of ground. He also has a 
good throwing arm. Much the 
Bame can be said of Haas. I think, 
though, that Douthit should be giv- 
en a slight edge in centerfield for 
his all-around work. 


Unusually good fielding cuts down the scores considerably. 


Now, in right field, where the 
Cardinals are likely to make sev- 
eral shifts, either Watkins or 
Blades will have an advantage of 
speed and hitting over Bing Miller. 
Records on that point are rather 
convincing. Blades has been hit- 
ting about .418 and Watkins hits 
-856. Miller’s average for the sea- 
son is .305. Watkins is younger 
than either of them and is fast. It 
is true that he lacks the experience 
of the other two, which is a point 
to consider. 

Though the records run against 
Bing Miller in this comparison 
don’t forget that he is a tough man 
in the pinches. He proved his 
fighting qualities under fire last 
year and he may come through 
again. 

It is almost impossible to make 
a prediction of what a baliplayer 
will do in a séries or if he will be 
able to repeat a previous perform- 
ance because the Same situations 
rarely arise. Bing Miller may not 
have the opportunities this year 
that he took advantage of last fall. 

As substitutes, in case they are 
used as pinchhitters, the Cardinals 
also have George Fisher and Or- 
satti. All season with St. Louis, 
Fisher has been a strong pinch 
man at the bat, though he is not 
an exceptionally good fielder. Both 
he and Orsatti are gamé boys, 
however, and always dangerous up 
at that plate. 

As to Substitutes. 

The substitute outfielders of the 
Athletics are not as good hitters as 
Fisher and Orsatti and the chances 
are they will have little opportu- 
nity to get in the games. 

The substitute always has been 
the dark horse in these big games 
for the world’s championship. It is 
the chance which may unexpected- 
ly throw him into the game _ that 
may upset all calculations, Nobody 
can foresee accident, of course. 
Neither can they foresee the pos- 
sibility of a substitute being used 
as a pinchhitter and remaining in 
the game to be @ hero. 

There isn’t room here, but a 
glance back ovér World Series his- 
tory will bring out several utility 
men who got an unexpected chance 
and stood out as stars. 

In any event, Gabby Street can

Commerce and industry during 
August in the Federal Reserve 
district centering in S8t. Louis 
reached the lowest point so far re- 
corded on the downward move- 
ment which has been in progress 
since last fall, according to the 
monthly review of the Federal Re- 
serye Bank in St. Louis, mad 
public today. 
The review covers conditions {fn 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. It is summarized briefly 
as follows: 

Volume of business continued 
below that of August last year and 
below the average for August for 
the last 10 years. Except for lines 
affected by seasonal demands, the 
movement for the month as com- 
pared with July was downward. 
The extreme caution of. indi- 
viduals and operating groups in 
purchasing commodities continued 
without change. Manufacturers 
were shown to be holding down 
commitments on raw material toa 
minimum and making up but few 
goods for which there were hot 
orders On the book or fairly certain 
sales prospects. 

More Farm Depression, 
Crops, including feed and forage 
for livestock, suffered radical set- 
backs from the drouth of July and 
August. Short crops and depressed 
prices for agricultural products 
have reduced farm income  sub- 
stantially throughout the district. 
Measured by sales of department 
stores in the largest cities of the 
district retail trade in August de- 
clined 16.1 per cent, as compared 
with the same month a year ago. 
For ‘the first eight months of the 
year the decrease is 8.7 per cent as 
compared with the same period of 
1929. 

Combined sales of all wholesale 
and jobbing firms reporting to the 
bank were only a little more than 
half as large as during August, 
1929, and substantially below the 
August average for the last six 
years. Expenditures from individ- 
ual bank accounts were 10 per 
cent smaller than in July and 21 
per cent less than August of last 
year. .Savings were about on the 
same level as in August, 1929, and 
on Sept. 4 the aggregate’ was a 
shade higher than on the same 
date of last year. 

Freight traffic of railroads op- 
erating in the district showed an 
increase in August over June and 
July but the improvement was sea- 
sonal in character. .Compared with 
the same months in 1929 and 1928, 
the August volume registered a 
considerable decline. 

Terminal Freight Loadings. 
The st. Louis Terminal Railroad 
Association handled 197,862 loads 
of revenue freight as against 252,- 
629 for August of last year. ‘The 
total for last July was 196,703. 
For the country as a whole freight 
car loadings totaled 31,433,405 for 
the 35 weeks of this year ending 
August 30. For the same period, 
last year the total of loadings was 
35,377,737. 

For the first nine days of Sep- 
tember the Terminal handled 52,- 
1388 loaded cars as compared with 
59,848 in the same period in July 
and 66,515 for the same period of 
last year. 

Railroad passenger traffic de- 
clined 14 per cent as compared 
with the same month of last. year. 
On the Federal barge line between 
St. Louis and New Orleans the es- 
timated August tonnage was 69,- 
800, the smallest for any single 
month since February, 1926. The 
tonnage for last July was 84,266. 

. Collections reflect no improve- 
ment whatever in the slow back- 
ward conditions that have obtained 
since late spring. There is a gen- 
eral disposition to conserve cash 
and postpone paying bills as long 
as possible both on tie part of 
consumers and the sMallier retail- 


ers. 
Slight Increase in Failures. 
Commercial failures, compiled 
by Dun’s, numbered 112 in the dis- 
trict for the month as compared 
with 107 in July and 103 in Au- 
gust, 1929. Total Nabilities in- 
volved in last month’s total were 
$1,909,148, compared with $2,272,-

The Countess announced her im- 
pending marriage last Friday.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 30. — 
Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
renominated unanimously by voice 
vote at the mocratic State con- 
vention here today, after former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, in presenting 
his name, had declared office hold- 
ers unfaithful to their trust should 
not only be removed from their 
posts, but should be driven from 
the ranks of the Democratic party 
and be prosecuted in the courts. 

The declaration was an amplifi- 
cation of the plank incorporated 
in the party platform adopted by 
the convention last night. 

The former Governor's §state- 
ment regarding. corruption came 
in the course of his criticism of 
the platform adopted by the Re- 
publican State convention at Al- 
bany last week. 

“The Republican platform,” he 
said, “speaks of corruption in the 
government of the cities of New 
York and Albany and stresses im- 
proper and corrupt practices with 
respect to the judiciary. Certainly 
that plank cannot be aimed against 
the Democratic party as a whole 
or against Gov. Roosevelt or his 
associates in the state administra- 
tion. 

State Is Decided On. 

“Tf there are men either in offi- 
cial or party position who have 
been unfaithful to their trust, the 


great army of loyal, faithful and, 


devoted Democrats join with Gov. 
Roosevelt in his determination to 
remove them from public office, 
to drive them from the ranks of 
the party and to use the full power 
of the law to bring them to the bar 
of justice.”’ 

Gov. Roosevelt was renominated 
with the following: 

For Lieutenant-Governor—Her- 
bert H. Lehman of New York. 

For Comptroller—wMorris H. Tre- 
maine of Buffalo. 

For Attorney-General—John J. 
Bennett Jr. of Brooklyn. 

For Associate Judge, Court of 
Appeals—Cuthbert VW. Pound 
(Rep.), of Lockport. 

The convention last night de- 
clared itself in favor of repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act, without qualification. 
It brushed aside the _ substitute 
amendments to the Federal Consti- 
tution advocated by Charles H. 
Tuttle, Republican candidate for 
Governor and his platform; by 
Dwight W. Morrow, by Alfred E. 
Smith in 1928 and by Gov. Roose- 
velt himself in his expression of 
his personal views a few weeks 
ago. 

Against the Saloons. 

It pledged the party in this State 
to legislation banishing the saloon 
and insuring home rule for smaller 
localities and derided the Repub- 
lican prohibition plank as a “hypo- 
critical disclaimer’’ of the party’s 
former principles. 

The prohibition plan is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Democratic party in the 
State of New York demands the 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead act. 

“We advocate restoration to each 
sovereign State of the fundamental 
right to determine for itself wheth- 
er alcoholic beverages may be 
manufactured, sold or transported 
within its borders. 

“Following the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment the Demo- 
cratic party of the State of New 
York pledges the adoption of such 
regulatory measures by and in our 
State as will promote temperance, 
definitely and effectively banish 
the saloon and recognize the prin- 
ciple of home rule in all localities. 

“The Democracy of New York 
State has consistently opposed na- 
tional prohibition as unamerican, 
productive of widespread disrespect 
for law and a prolific source of 
corruption, hypocrisy, crime and 
disorder. The Republican party, 
which is responsible for these de- 
plorable conditions, now attempts 
at this late day to deceive the peo- 
ple by a hypocritical disclaimer of 
its former principles.”’ 

Protecting Power Sites. 

Taking up the subject of water 
power, Senator Wagner in his key- 
note speech yesterday, declared:

Increasing at 


Kansas City Natural Gas Users 


Remarkable Rate 


With 6240 House Customers Last Year, Utility 


Has 14,000 to Start Season; Rate 
Less Than in St. Louis. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. : 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 30.— 

A remarkable increase in the use 

of natural gas for house heating 


has taken place in Kansas City in 
the last two years, due to an at- 
tractive tate for that purpose made 
by the Kansas City Gas Co. 

At the close of last winter's 
heating season the company had 
6240 house heating customers. This 
year it has 14,000 with which to 
start the season. With this exten- 
sive and rapidly growing use in 
homes and the very large indus- 
trial use in the Kansas City metro- 


{politan area, the city feels that it 


has made encouraging progress in 
the fight on the smoke evil. 

Executives of the gas' company 
Say the present house heating rate 
amounts to an average of about 
61 cents a thousand cubic feet. 
This is for gas running more than 
1000 British thermal units a cubic 
foot in heat value, nearly twice the 
richness of ordinary manufactured 
gas. At this rate the gas is some- 
what higher than the bare cost of 
coal, but the company declares 
that when the cost of ash removal, 
care of the fire and cleaning made 
necessary by smoke is considered, 
the natural gas has the better of it. 

The house heating schedule is. 
Initial monthly charge of $2, which 
pays for the first 1000 cubic feet, 
but must be paid whether that 
amount is used cr not; $1 a thou- 
sand for the next 2000 feet; 590 
cents a thousand for all over 3000 
feet. \ 

St. Louis Rates and Users. 

In St. Louis for manufactured 
gas of 600 British thermal units 
thé average rate for house heating 
is about 72 cents a thousand cubic 
fect. And there are only about 700 
house heating customers supplied 
by the Laclede Gas Light Co. 

For. ordinary domestic use the 
gas rate in Kansas City is only 
slightly lower than in St. Louis, but 
of course the consumers get a sub- 
stantial advantage in the higher 
heat value. There is considerable 
agitation for lower rates and one 
influential .newspaper has under- 
taken to show that the pipe line 
which brings the gas from the 
fields in Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas is taking an exorbitant 
profit. 

The “city gate” rate, that is the 
rate paid by the distributing com- 
pany to the pipe line company at 
city limits, is 40 cents a thousand, 
the same rate that has been of- 
fered to distributing companies in 
St. Louis by the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation. 

In comparison, the average rate 
to large industries which are 
served by the Kansas City Gas Co., 
is about 16% cents. But there are 
many very large consuiners among 
the industries, they take gas more 
constantly throughout _ the — 


daily 


period, and in case of exceptional 
demand for domestic use they are 
subject to having their supply shut 
off on short notice. 

Owned by Doherty Interests. 

The Doherty interests own both 
the pipe line company and _ the 
local distributing company. There 
are three pipe lines into the city 
and the maximum capacity this 
winter will be 110,000,000 cubicN 
feet a day. <A large part of the 
supply comes from the vast fields 
near Amarillo, Tex., about 6506 
miles distant. 

Kansas City was one of the early 
users Of natural gas. For many 
years the supply came from near- 
by fields in Kansas and Missouri 
which were inadequate for heavy 
demand. The result was frequent 
shortage of gas in the _ coldest 
weather. ' 

Piping and coraptbentins methods 
also were inefficient. Under those 
conditions the price paid the pipe 
line company at the city gate in 
1918 waS& 27 cents. A few years 
later it was raised to 35 cents, then 
in 1924 to 40 cents. 

Since. that time great progress 
has been made in piping and 
pumping gas. The early pipe lines 
were made of cast iron with calked 
joints. The pipes were subject to 
rust and the joints frequently de- 
veloped leaks. Now steel pipe is 
used and the joints are welded to 
make a continuous carrier proof 
against leaks. The pipe when laid 
in the ground is encased in a pro- 
tective material and it is estimat- 
ed such lines may last 100 years, 

Alleges Rate Is Too High. 

It is asserted here that such 
methods, together with the use of 
automatic compressor stations, 
have reduced the cost of transmis- 
sion and that the rate of 40 cents 
at the city gate, for domestic gas, 
now is too high. 

About two years ago a competi- 
tive company sought and obtained 
@ franchise in Kansas City to dis- 
tribute natural gas for industria! 
purposes. It proposed to build a 
new pipe line from Texas and sup- 
ply gas for industries exclusively 
considerably cheaper than the 
rates then prevailing. After ex- 
tensive hezrings and over the pro- 
test of the Kansas City Gas Co., the 
new company was given a certifi- 
cate of convenience and necessity 
by the State Public Service Com- 
mission.

WELL PRESERVED ROMAN ory 
BEING EXCAVATED IN AFRICA 


Lambese, Near Batna in Algeria, 
Founded by Soldiers of Augus- 
tus’ Third Legion. 
ALGIERS, Algeria, Sept. 30.—A 
Roman city rivaling in importance 
and in beauty Timgad, the Afriqan 
Pompeii discovered«in 1875, is be- 
ing uncovered in the Department 
of Constantine at Lambese, a short 
distance from Batna. The ruins 
cover 133 acres and have a forum 
which spreads out over 21,500 

square feet. 

The city, founded by veterans of 
Augustus’ Third Legion who were 
stationed in the region, contains 
two triumphal arches well pre- 
served and two large necropolises 
with ornamental monuments for 
the dead. The forum has been 
completely uncovered. There are 
only a few stones missing in the 
pavement.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE two labor views of unemploy- 


ment insurance which were published 
in the Post-Dispatch Sept. 20, present 
methods of providing funds for the job- 
less. Certainly some way should a)ways 
be provided to care for those who want 
work, and who, through no fault of their 
own, find themselves unable to support 
their families. But why not supply jobs 
instead of doles? 

An {dle man is non-productive, a bur- 
den to his family, and to all the com- 
munity, rich and poor alike. It is there- 
fore to everybody's interest to see that 
every man who will work has work— 
always. 

With every man always working, con- 
sumption will become fairly constant. 
Production can then be made to balance 
consumption; and the evils of overpro- 
duction avoided. 

When, with everybody working, too 
much is produced, hours of labor should 
be reduced. This increased leisure will 
then create demand for more production. 
The purchasing power needed to supply 
this increased demand is furnished by 
the workers who, aided by machinery 
becoming more efficient, produce more, 
This increased production is returned to 
them in the form of either proportionate 
increase in wages Or decrease in prices, 
thus increasing the purchasing power 
of the hour of labor. 

In other words, if the decreasing cost 
of production of consumer-wanted-and- 
purchasable goods and services is passed 
on to the public through increased wages 
and reduced prices, the per capita con- 
sumption is proportionately increased, 
causing an increasing prosperity which 
will benefit all and injure none. 

Then even large-scale speculation 
with borrowed money. wars, faulty 
money and other harmful conditions 
cannot interfere as seriously as at pres- 
ent with permanent and ever-increasing 
prosperity, or with steady progress to- 
wards the abolition of all poverty.

A WARNING TO MISSOURI CITIES. 

It is very important at a time when the natural 
gas development is increasing so rapidly that the 
cities of Missouri and surrounding states. should 
understand the law as to franchises. pa 

All the natural gas promoters want franchises. 
They want Columbia, Sedalia, Mexico and other 
cities out in the State to give them franchises as an 
assurance that no competitor will come in and de 
prive them of a profit on their investment. The law 
as to franchises is difficult and tedious. It is not to 
be supposed that the average Missouri city would 
know it. Some of the metropolitan cities do not 
know it. Had Kansas City known it when she gave 
J. K. Newman a so-called service-at-cost franchise, 
she would not now be divested of all control over 
service and fares. 
The natural gas promoters do not want franchises 
as a defense against competition. They want them 
because the moment they get them the natural gas 
utility becomes amenable to the law of the land and 
subject to exploitation. The natural gas promoters 
who have this matter up with Missouri cities are 
as a rule offering to deliver gas at 40 cents per 1000 
cubic feet at the city gate. To give any of them a 


would be a mistake. The distributer would add hie 
charge to the 40-cent charge, and the first thing these 
cities knew they would discover themselves de- 
livered into the greedy clutches of exorbitant valu- 
ation under the mandate of the United States Su- 
preme Court, They would then find that they are 
not getting natural gas cheap, as they would find 
that the Missour! Public Service Commission, itself 
bound by the rule of reproduction new, could do 
nothing for them. Like Kansas City, sweating under 
its 10-cent street car fare, they could only rue the 
day upon which they delivered themselves into the 
hands of profiteers, thus divesting themselves of all 
control over service and rates. 

What all these cities should do is to give the 
natural gas promoters permits. They all have May- 
ors, and it is sufficient for the Mayor to isste such a 
permit. If a Board of Aldermen or any other 
legislative body does it, such a permit becomes equlv- 


-alent to a franchise. It becomes a vested right, and 


control passes out of the community which granted 
it and to the Missouri Public Service Commission. 
Upon the other hand, if the Mayor or some other pub- 
lic official grants a permit to the natural gas pro- 
moters, all these cities can retain complete control 
over the natural gas utility. The company is in no 
danger of competition as long as its service is good 
and its rates are fair. It is a field in which there 
can be neutual protection, and it ig the only field in 
which any city should traffic with the utilities, 

The natural gas people will be glad to get permits, 
They want to sell gas, and if the Missouri cities deal- 
ing with them stand their ground they will abandon 
all thought of profiteering and close on that basis. 
The People’s Motor Bus Co. fn St. Louis is glad 
to have a permit. So is the street railway company’s 
bus line. They are glad because if they did not have 
these permits somebody else would. So are _ the 
privately-owned utilities in Detroit glad to have per- 
mits. All these corporations would only rather have 
franchises. That is because under permits all nego- 
tiations are direct and simple, whereas under 
franchiseg they are subject to indirection, holding 
companies, high finance, hocus pocus, high rates, 
outside control and all the phantasmagoria of what 
Prof. Felix Frankfurter calls upon this page today “a 
maze of cobwebbery.” 

The natural gas people are entitled to profit. Those 
operating out in the State now are the early bird, 
which should have the worm. But the Missouri 
cities can give these enterprising people the worm 
without giving themselves the wormwood. 
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SORROW IN TOONERVILLE. 

George A. Imes, who died the other day in West 
Orange, N. J., was for many years the condyctor on 
a commuters’ run. From the days of derbies, horse- 
hair sofas and bicycles-built-for-two until the com- 
ing of the motor bus, he operated the first car on 
the line. Residents of northern New Jersey knew 
him better than they knew a certain famous inventor 
of West Orange, and no wonder—Conductor Imes was 
the personification of accommodation. He knew his 
passengers and they knew him. A commuter who 
had slept through the alarm clock could finish the 
second piece of toast, down another cup of coffee and 
still make the trolley because he could count on the 
car waiting at his stop. Many a housewife had him 
do the marketing when she was unable to leave the 
house, Children were safe in his hands and mothers 
knew it. More than once he was the escort of pas- 
sengers who had taken in too much of the party. 
In short, Conductor Imes, as you have already 
guessed, was the kindly and obliging original skip- 
per of Fontaine Fox’s Toonerville trolley. He in- 
spired the whiskered and cap-tilted motorman of the 
dilapidated car which gets along off the rails as well 
as on and in doing so he gave the comic page one 
of its best-liked characters. Fortunately the car- 
toonist can keep him there. 

Conductor Imes’ passing must have gone hard on 
Toonerville. Belated reports are that it quieted the 
Terrible Tempered Mr. Bang, softened the heart of 
the stolid Katinka and even brought a tear to the 
eye of Mickey McGuire. 
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PATRON OF AVIATION. 


Member of a remarkable dynasty and seven-brother 
fraternity that wrote its name large in American in- 
dustrial history, Daniel Guggenheim was distin- 
guished not only for his business acumen, but for 
the uses to which he put the wealth it enabled him 
to accumulate. His successes in mining and smelt- 
ing, in banking and merchandising, were only the 
workaday half of the man’s achievements. Philan- 
thropy records him as builder of hospitals, patron of 
art and music, backer of botanical gardens and 
founder of other enterprises dedicated, in the worda 
of the Guggenheim Foundation’s charter, to “the 
well-being of mankind throughout the world.” 

There was precedent for these good works, but the 
Guggenheim gifts to aviation research and progress 
were unique. More than $3,000,000 he devoted to the 
advancement of flying. Millions of enthusiasts saw 
Lindbergh and his Spirit of St. Louis on the nation. 
wide tour financed by Mr. Guggenheim. The fund 
founded schools of aeronautics in various universi- 
ties, fostered aviation publications and libraries, 
backed experiments in fog-flying, radio beacons and 
other innovations. The safe-plane competition was 
one of its final actiyities. Less than a year ago the

THE BAR ASSOCIATION’S TIMIDITY. 
The Missouri Bar Association showed itself incap- 
able of rising above petty considerations when it: re- 
jected the resolut‘on offered by Grover ©. James of 
Joplin. The resolution, passed a few days-ago by 
the Joplin Bar Association, condemned the gale by 
licensed attorneys of their influence as public offi- 
cials or as officials of the political parties with which 
they are affiliated. The resolution was prepared as 
a reprimand to Attorney-General Shartel and other 
lawyers connected with._.W. H. Young & Bros., Inc., 
which collapsed with a $2,000,000 loss to investors. 
John T. Barker of Kansas City and Charles M. 
Hay of St. Louis spoke against adoption, character- 
izing the resolution as dangerous because of its im- 
plications. It is true the resolution was powerfully 
put; it had to be properly to characterize’ the con- 
dition at which it was aimed. The main facts on 
which it was based are a matter of record, undisputed 
by anyone. Since when has the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation become so timid as to dodge an issue concern- 
ing the honor of the legal profession? Since when 
has it become “dangerous” to defend that honor? 
The incident leaves the Joplin Bar Association in 
complete possession of the field, Both political par- 
ties in their platform conventions at Jefferson City 
refused to denounce the Young Bros, scandal, which 
had so many political and legal ramifications. The 
Republicans, indeed, went so far as to commend the 
administrations of Stratton Shartel and Charlie 
Becker, the two State officers most intimately con- 
nected with the case. Now the State Bar Association. 
joins the political parties in their cowardly refusal 
even to admit the existence of one of the most far- 
reaching scandals Missourl has experienced in. years. 
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NINE FOR WILLIAM WEBB ELLIS. 

This stone commemorates the exploit of Wil- 
liam Webb Bllis, who, with a fine disregard for 
the rules of football as played in his time, first 
took the ball in his arms and ran with it, thus 
originating the distinctive feature of the Rugby 
game, A. D. 1823. 

Imbedded in a wall on the campus at Rugby, that 
plaque memorializes a splendid feat which comes to 
mind on reading Glenn Warner’s declaration that the 
lateral pass, fast becoming an offensive weapon, will 
be more in use this year than ever before and stands 
to “add interest to the game because it is a spec- 
tacular play.” The lateral pass—to one side, at right 
angles with the line to the goal posts—more spec- 
tacular, more thrilling than a bold break from scrim- 
mage or a daring dash off tackle? Maybe so, but we 
doubt it. Missed heartbeats go with the ball in the 
runner’s arms, with the plunge through the center 
of the line and the sly sortie around the end. Would 
a Thorpe, an Eckersall, a Grange, a Casey resort to 
a trick pass? Hardly. They set the stands on fire 
with twists of the hips, steel-like straight arms, with 
those superb runs which left trails of fallen tacklers. 
More use of the lateral pass? Less of running with 
the ball? Then nine for William Webb Ellis and his 
“fine disregard for the rules of the game.” He gave 
us -football. 
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ISOLATION AND ECONOMIC SUICIDE. 

The action of the Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions in ordering a scientific investigation of the 
causes of the world-wide economic depression empha- 
sizes the inescapable interdependence of the indus- 
trial life of each nation with that of every other. In 
part, at least, present financial ills are attributable 
to the production of more wheat than the world's 
farmers can sell at a profit. But restriction of acre 
age in a single country would be futile. The industry 
is to be stabilized only by international agreement 
which would bring world supply within the limits of 
world demand. 

In part, at least, our troubles result from a scarcity 
of gold, which has caused a deflation of price levels, 
By using the Bank of International Settlements as a 
clearing house in the settlement of international ob- 
ligations, the world might sc economize its use of 
gold for monetary purposes as te forestall a further 
general decline in prices. But here, toc, national su- 
premacy would have to give way to international co- 
operation if the plan were to succeed. Increasing tariff 
barriers, likewise, have disrupted established trade re- 
lationships and visited disaster upon producers in 
many parts of the world. Co-operation in lowering 
prohibitive duties seems to be the only thing which 
will recall Western civilization from its determined 
march toward economic suicide, It is becoming in- 
creasingly clear that the nations of the world are 
all in the same economic boat. In modern industrial 
civilization national isolation is economic folly. It 
is only {n international co-operation that the world 
can find the way to business security and gsocia) 
well-being.

WOMEN AND THE LAW. 

Judge Kenyon is right in declaring that United 
States courts should repudiate as “antiquated and 
fossilized” the old common-law rule forbidding the 
testimony of a wife for or against her husband. 

The point has a history. The original rule was 
that no party of interest in an action at law was a 
competent witness; neither the man who sold a pig 
nor the one who bought it, when either pleaded 
fraud, could tell the Judge about it. The case had 
to be proved by evidence or by other witnesses. Also,

the ascertainment of the rate base are 
essentially economic problems.

They are based upon unrealities, 
are financially unsound, and lead to uncer- 
tainty and speculation.

The method of valuing the property of a 
utility by estimates of the cost of repro- 
ducing ‘‘the congeries of old machinery and 
equipment called the plant, and the still 
more fanciful estimates concerning the value 
of the intangible elements of an established 
business” ig bound to discredit» any system 
charged with its administration. For this 
method of determining value, in the lan- 
guage of the Michigan Commission, “usually 
included percentages for engineering serv- 
ices never rendered, hypothetical efficiency 
of unknown labor, conjectural depreciation, 
opinion as to the condition of property, the 
supposed action of the elements; and, of 
course, its correctness depends upon wheth- 
er superintendence was or would be wise or 
foolish; the investment im/provident or fru- 
gal. It is based upon prophecy instead of 
reality, and dependg so much upon half- 
truths that it bears only a remote resem- 
blance to fact, and rises at best only to the 
plane of a dignified guess.

The New York Telephone case proves cone 
clusively why the prevalent Bupreme Court 
doctrine does not work; it also proves why, 
in the vernacular, it is being ‘“‘worked,.”

pricess of valuing the property now in use, 
must, according to the theory of present 
value, start all over again. 

But perhaps the social costs are the 
severest, poisoning as they do the relations 
between utilities and public, and undermin- 
ing the confidence of the community in the 
effective capacity of government. This phase 
of the matter has been put impressively in 
the famous dissenting opinion of Mr. Jus- 
tice Brandeis in the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone case, in which he said: “The most 
serious vice of the present rule for fixing 
the rate base is not the existing uncertainty, 
but that the method does not lead to cer- 
tainty. Under it, the value for rate-making 
purposes must ever be an unstable factor. 
Instability is a standing menace of renewed 
controversy. The direct expense to the util. 
ity of maintaining an army of experts and 
of counsel is appalling, The indirect cost is 
far greater. The attention of officials high 
and low is, necessarily, diverted from the 
constructive tasks of efficient operation and 
of development. The public relations of the 
utility to the community ars apt to become 
more and more strained. And a victory for 
the utility, may in the end, prove more 
disastrous than defeat would have been.” 


The doctrines of fanciful valuation have 
greatly encouraged recent tendencies in 
financial organization. In turn, the elabo- 
rate and mysterioug refinements of inter- 
corporate relations have powerfully sus- 
tained the efforts by which lawyers and 
engineers have built up schemes for inflated 
values, The search for fictitious value—at 
best a game of blind man's buff—is thus 
greatly complicated by the intricacies of 
elaborate corporate arrangements within 
utility enterprises, Not only is there the ex- 
citement of a game fascinating to techni- 
cians in law and engineering, but in apply- 
ing the prevalent judicial doctrines of utility 
valuation by Manipulating intercorporate 
relations, there are the cruder but more 
solid temptations of buttressing unreason- 
able rates by law and securing huge profits 
through speculative utility holdings. 


In the consolidation of utilities extremely 
high prices are paid for the stock of the 
acquired companies, with consequent pres- 
sure for rates high enough to permit profit 
on the investment.

anxious, to dispose of power sites 
for private development and ex- 
ploitation by means of long term 
leases, which are theoretically of 
limited duration but actually ever- 
lasting.

000 votes. 

“Mr. Tuttle and his demand for 
a repeal plank forced us to do this,” 
Mrs. Colvin said. “We will defeat

When he returned and re- 
ported to Belle, her ladyship was 
wroth. 

“What?” she exploded. “Let a 
string of tinhorn sports like those 
Dodge mavericks trim you of 
$2000! Saddle up. I'm going back.” 

Back she went and strode up the 
stairs to the gambling hall over the 
town’s gaudiest saloon. Covering 
the players with her pistol, she 
swept the contents of the tables 
into her pinto’s feed bag and then 
backed out of the door richer by 
$7000. 

From this point Belle’s career 
ran the course of the usual terri- 
tory desperado—sweet (at times) 
while it lasted, but short. Blue 
Duck was indicted for murder and 
*xiled for a long term. -Belle mar- 
ried Sam Starr, a half-breed Cher- 
okee, and went to live on the wilds 
of the Canadian river. 

She and Starr were convicted of 
horse stealing, and both served a 
nine months’ term in a house of 
correction. This is the only “time”

lease Starr was killed in a gun- 
fight and Belle returned to her 
home in the Cherokee Nation.

A few days later 
found her riding down the road 
past his field. As she passed a 
corner of the fence she saw him 
standing there with a gun in his 
hand.

Without a 
quiver of eye or shoulder muscles 
she rode past. Five yards—ten 
yards—fifteen—a charge of buck- 
shot tore through her back and 
neck. 

She fell from her horse, which 
galloped home. The assassin ap- 
proached and fired another charge 
into her body at close range. Belle 
Starr, with her hoots on, passed 
into legend and folklore along with 
Calamity Jane and the Rose of the 
Cimmaron. 

The real purpose of Marland in 
erecting a statue to Belle Starr 
was not to perpetuate the memory 
of a bandit but to preserve if pos- 
sible the dress and appearance of 
the first white woman in Okla- 
homa Territory.
